Every  year  gives  us  new  and  important  information  regarding 
the  Barnes  Family,  clears  up  points  before  uncertain,  and  enables  us 
to  discover  errors  in  our  previous  work.  ■; 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  a  very  complete  investigation 
made  at  the  instigation  of  Byron   Barnes  Horton  of  Sheffield,  Penn. 
regai'ding  the  ancestry  of  the  Long    Island    Barnses,    shows  conclu 
sively  that  only  Charles  was  a  son  of  William  of  Eastwinch,  England 
Our  readers  will  therefore  note  that  William  Barnes  5,  Page  5,  year 
book  No.  1  and  Joshua  Barnes  1,  Page  6,  are  not  longer  to    be    con 
sidered  as  brothers  of  Charles,  nor  even  related  to  each   other.     The 
five  sons  of  William  of  Eastwinch,  are    shown  to   be    William   who 
died  soon  after  his  father  in   England,  Charles,    Owen,   Thomas   and 
Edward,  all  of    which    excepting    Charles    are     accounted    for    in 
England.     The  above  research  strengthens  the  supposition   that   our 
ancester,  William  I,  Page  28,  of  No.  1,  was  son  of  Charles.
